geste4 in the report of the 
George Washington Law Asso- 
ciation, which also urged the re- 
vision .of methodi to Include more 
problems and moot court work and 
more attention, to research into hlsf 
torlcal development. 

The report emphasized the need 
of improved library faculties and 
reduction in the size of classes, and 
suggested that successful accom- 
plishment of these obiecllves might 
be brought about by the appUco- 
tion of all Law School revenues to 
the Law School. | 

The Association, which is com- 
posed of alumni of the Law School, 
submitted its report and recommen- 
dations to Pre|ident Marvin April 
28, transmitted ' by a letter signed 
by E. Hilton Jackson, president of 
the Association. 

Mr. Jackson repeated In his let- 
ter the complaint contained in the 
report, that Presideitt Marvin and 
the Board of Trustees have failed 
to make avallabel figures on the 
revenues of the Ijiw School and 
their disposition in the administra- 
tion of the University. 

The report, which President Mar- 
vin has promised will he discussed 
with the Board of Trustees and 
with Law School Dean Van Vle< k. 
contains an exhaustive study Into 
the functions of a lew school and 
the performance of those functions 
at the University. 

Should Teach Basic Concepts 
It is slated that a law school 
school should ground Its students 
in a knowledge of the basic con- 
cepts of law and the methods of 
deducing from them other concepts 
and of applying these Co'hcepls to 
economic, pe/aonal and social prob- 
lems. 

These functions arc being carried 
out as satisfactorily as present con- 
ditions pertnit, according to the re- 
port. \ ■ 

Further improvement will re- 
quire the cutting down of teaching 
hours and the ,^izc of classes, and 
the devotion of more time to prob- 
lem work. 

Better Library Needed 
The function of training the stu- 
dent in the methods of consulting,

President Marvin has lately been 
loo busy with other pressing mat- 
teis to give (he ^proposed station 
hi.s Consideration. 

Contrary to the ^opinions of some. 
Ihe station, if accepted here, would 
not have to maintain a full, dellnlle 
schedule. 

The only requirements. An the ed- 
ucatlonar hand vrmdd |>e that It 
operate*- If for only ope hour a 
day. Also, the programs would 
have to be for the advancement of 
education. No commercial an- 
nouncements coul^ be allowed. 

The frequency In the educational 
broadcast band would be between 
41,000 and 41,900 kc.. which, accord- 
ing to I.,ohnes, can be picked up by 
most modern receivers. 

For stations using this hand, rule 
1059 (c) of the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission stale.s: 

"Amblitude modulation (in use 
by remvers todayi shall be em- 
ployed exclusively unless It can be 
.shown that there Is a need for fre- 
quency modulation (the systenx to 
he used by Ihe proposed transmit- 
ter) may be authorized provided 
suflicienl channels can be grouped 
so as to obtain the required band 
wi^th without causing interference 
\ to established, stations or prevent- 
ing the full ekpapston of the serv- 
ice."

• Reoftftt F«M>liit41ke tactics of 
Mayor Frank Hftgxie, of Jersey 
City, N. "J., have aroused action 
within collegiate circles as well at 
the world outside university halls. 

The action hat been taken, upon 
the Initiative of an American Uni- 
versity newspaper editor, and calls^ 
for the sending at gridiron greats 
of 4hat school and others Interested 
in the drive to assist two members 
of Congress to make |ipeeches in the 
New Jersey city, despite serious ob- 
jections and threats on the part Of 
the unreasonable mayor. 

Such a gesture on the part of uni- 
versities is laudable, for it Is Indica- 
tive of the Interest of collegiate 
'.^Journaliils In the field of national 
affairs. Whether or not the aid of 
such football pla>’ers will prove of 
assistance or will be able to be util- 
ized by Reprasentatlve CTConnely 
and his colleague Is uncertain. 

Although The-Hatchet is unable 
to offer the saakices of footbalt 
players, if there were within the 
University enough students inter- 
ested In the cause undertsken, The- 
Hatchet ieould be Willing to aid 
them In their efforts in whatever 
way possible. 

A great deal Is'-at stake In the 
current trouble that the rights of 
free Speech are experiencing at the 
hands of this autocratic mayor, for 
if he is ttKTeSsful in his curbing of 
speech wtthln the city, he may also 
be successful In curbing the free- 
dom of the press and further en- 
croach the liberties of the supposed- 
ly democratic citizens of his town. 

It will be Interesting to note with 
what success the efforts of the 
American University journalist 
meets In his efforts to secure the 
aid of other Invited universities in 
offering aid to Representative 
O’Connely.

• "DO YOU HAVE a harem 
and how many wives do you 
have?" Is the great American 
question when American student 
meety Turkish student, and, as 
an afterthought, "How is your 
educational system?” At least these 
are the questions most often asked 
Bukal Baysoy, the University's only 
student from Turkey. 

**I believe that one of our Lycee’s ' 
(secondary school) graduates In 
Turkey has a more exfenslve gen- 
eral knowledge of foreign political 
ahd social customs than a college 
graduate of this country.” Baysoy 
said, ''but perhaps Americans have 
a better sense of humor.” 

Baysoy. who could not speak a 
word of English when he came to 
the University four years ago, is 
the first student of a Turkish engi- 
neering school to continue his 
studies at this University. 

The l\irklsh student was sur- 
prised that so few University stu- 
dents knew the political and educa- 
tional set'-up in Turkey under Its 
president. Mustafa Kemal Ataturk. 

"Ataturk (whict]i means Father of 
Turks) is deserving of the interpre- 
tation,” Baysoy declared, "for he is 
not only Turkey's first president, 
but also is the man who really 
established the full independence of 
Turkey. He abbllshed the Caliphate 
and polygamy and Inaugurated a 
Democratic era in Turkey. A new 
alphabet has been devised; emanri* 
patlon of woman has been accom- 
plished and there Is broader school- 
ing. A system of modern communi- 
cations has also been established." 

Asked about the question of 
schooling and Illiteracy In Turkey. 
Baysoy said that Illiteracy has been 
reduced one-half due to compelling 
all Ullteratei under 45 years of ago 
to attend school. 

“Ataturk spends twenty-five per- 
cent of the annual budget ior edu- 
cation as against four percent In 
the last years of the Ottoman em- 
pire.” he said. 

*To simplify education, the mod- 
ern Latin alphabet has been substi- 
tuted for the Arabic characters and 
all foreign woras are j^ing sup- 
planted by ones of Turkish origin.'* 
Baysoy said that secularism Is a 
fundamental principle of teaching 
In his country and that Turkey Is 
the only democratic country that 
exercises sn absolute integral secu- 
larism In her schools without any 
restriction whatsoever. 

'Explaining the educational sys-' 
tern In Turkey. Baysoy said that 
elementary education in state 
schools Is compulsory between the 
ages of seven «nd sixteen. A flv*e- 
year course is the requisite in pri- 
mary achoolt. For those who finish 
the primary schools there are the 
secondary achools. consisting of tv^ 
separate cycles of three years eachi 
The last cycle Is the Lycee proper. 
In the last year of which students 
are separated Into divisions of liter-' 
aturt and science. ^ 

At the end of the last year at 
lorcee. In addition to the "leaving 
ceitlficate” examination, students 
must take a mktriculatlon ekkrhlna- 
ytlon before they mey enter a Vni- 
\*erslty or other Institution of 
higher learning. In Universities or 
specialized ' colleges five-year tutel- 
age is required for a degree. 

In Turkey, the young student 
said, education In all primiary, aec- 
ondary schools, universities, profes- 
doital and higher schools Is under 
the control of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation and no tuition Is charged in 
all the state schools. 

. “One thing that would be strange 
to Americans la that the police df- 
partment has no Jurisdiction and no 
authority to anreat a student except 


in cases of murder and espionage.” 
Baysoy said. 

'The student would be reported 
and his case presented to the 
school's honor court where penalty 
Is enforced If the act is a minor 
one, or if the offense Is of a serious 
nature it would be referHed to a 
higher court under the Jurisdiction 
of the Minister of Justice.” 

The Turkish student said that 
physical training and athletics in 
the Turkish schools are conducted 
under the regulations of the Min- 
istry of Education, and courses In 
gymnastics and sports are ^mpul- 
sory. Students are not allowed to 
Join any clubs outside the school.

The proposed plan calls for an 
additional payment from each stu- 
dent of one dollar per semester, 
which will be paid Into two sep- 
arate funds, one to provide surgical 
care and the other for an endow- 
ment for the erection of a Student 
commons building to house a stu- 
dent store and clubroom facilities. 

Costa Estimated 

Of the $15,000 which will be real- 
ised annually under the plan, $5,- 
000 will be used to pay operating 
room costs for any student and the 
balance which wilt amount to $320.- 
000 In 20 years will go Into the 
building fund. Council officials 
emphasized the fact that students 
will not have to wait the full 20 
years for the building but If the 
plan is approved, it will be erected 
in the near future and paid for at 
the end of that period with the 
fund which will have accrued. 

The surgical aid plan provides 
for surgical care by any physician 
of the student's choice In addition 
to the hospitalization provided by 
the regular activity fee.

Since no university 
can specialize In all fields, it is 
suggested that the unparalleled fa- 
cilities In the fields of Federal 
Jurisprudence and Administration 
available to this University be made 
use of in the training of specialized 
students in thCK fields. 

The report warns, however, 
against turning the school into a 
glorified School of Ckivernment. or 
throwirig it open to undergrad- 
uates. 

Law Review Praised 

The devel^ment Of law school 
teachers^ and the'' duty of keeping 
the public Informed, are partially 
performed, the Association feels, by 
the IjSw Review, which organ, how- 
ever. should be made to assume 
more Importance and acquire high- 
er quality. 

These functions, as well as those 
of serving as a research laboratory 
In Jurisprudence, and the mainte- 
nance of prdCffSlonal standards of 
training and morals, could be per- 
formed better through an improve- 
ment of the faculty. 

This improvenent can only be 
brought atoute according to the re- 
port, by the Increase of the time 
available for research and by in- 
creases in appropriations for faculty 
salaries. 

These changes, in turn, can be 
accomplished only If “all funds re- 
ceived from the operation of the 
law School, lass a reasonable 
amount for srtiniifistration purpoats.

The International Committee 
formed to handle this work in- 
cludes .two history students from 
each of, the important countries of 
the world. Dr. Ragatz and W. Siult 
Holt, of Johns Hopkins University, 
being named the American editors 
In 1926.

• EMPLOYING A NEW technique 
in brain operations. Dr. Herbert H, 
SchOenfeld. assistant professor of 
surgery at the Medical School, last 
week, opened the skull of a fn^all 
Washington boy and cut the metn- 
braneous brain casing. ' 

The operation was performed on 
2Vi{>year-^id Alden Vorrath, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Vorrath of 
Taylor St., N.E. 

Dr. Schoenfeld operated at Chil- 
dren's Hospltat and was assisted by 
Dr. D. D. V. Sturat, neurologist. 
Several local physicians were pres- 
ent to ob8er^'e the delicate opera- 
tion. 

Cause for the surgical treatment 
was microcephaly — an abnormal 
smallness of the brain. This mal- 
ady, according to medical authori- 
ties, will cause a person to live 
a life of "social uselessness." 

The new technique consists of 
forcing the skull in halves and 
keeping it at an opening ot about 
a half an inch by metal wadges. 

Tha surgeon can then reach the 
dura or membraneous envelope sur- 
rounding the brain, and cut it. In 
this manner the patient's brain is 
given further room for expansion. 

A preliminary operation through 
which the child successfully passed 
was performed by Dr. Schoenfeld, 
last year, at Children's Hospital. 

The surgeon expressed k strong 
opinion Sunday night, that the 
operation would prove a success. 

According to medical literature, 
an Operation on the brain sac, such 
as this, has never been performed 
before with survival of the patient.
